The complaints of orchard owners 
in Adams and Franklin counties have 
been met by the insertion in the new 
game code of a provision permitting 
farm ers to kill deer destroying crops 
a t any timi and regardless of sex. It 
is believed that the bill will now go 
through both houses successfully and 
receive the signature 
of 
Governor 
Brumbaugh. 
He has already given his approval 
to the hill providing for the extension 
of State forest areas west of the Al­ 
legheny Mountains by perm itting the 
Forestry Commission to buy surface 
only and reporting out of committee 
of the new game and fish codes, and 
the program of legislation advocated 
by the Wild I ife League and other 
sportsmen's organizations, has m ater­ 
ially advanced. 


The new game code provides an open 
season for ruffed grouse, quail, Hun­ 
garian 
quail, 
woodcock, 
ring-neck 
pheasants and red, 
gray 
and 
black 
squirrels, opening October 2ft and end­ 
ing November 30. The season for rab­ 
bits and hares opens November 
I 
and closes December 15. Tile raccoon 
season opens September I anil closes 
December 31; the deer season opens 
December I and closes December 15; 
the hear season opens October 20 and 
closes December lo, and the season 
for w ild turkey covers the last fifteen 
days of November.

State will Have to Advertise for Marne 
Estimates. 


(By United Press) 
W ashington, 
May 9—The 
United 
States government is urging increas­ 
ed raising of pigs. The meat supply of 
the country must be increased, 
and 
the quickest way to do it is by rais­ 
ing hogs. 
Concerning the production of pork, 
the departm ent of agriculture has the 
following to say: 
“ The meat supply of the country 
can be increased more quickly by the 
'hog route' than 
by any other. 
The 
country’s need to augm ent its supply 
is great, but prevailing high prices 
alone should he sufficient inducement 
to farm ers to raise more hogs. 
The 
prospect of success never was bl ight­ 
er. 
The 
high 
prices 
ruling in all 
m arkets show th a t the demand 
for 
pork is in excess of the supply.” 
For easy money the hog is unequal­ 
led. according to the bureau of animal 
industry of the departm ent. The bu­ 
reau points out that the hog. 
while 
requiring less care than the average 
furm animal, obligingly eats all of 
the farm ’s by-products. Kitchen ref­ 
use, skim milk, scraps from the table, 
may all be turned into palatable pork 
in short order. 
One point brought out is that in­ 
creased 
production 
of 
pork 
would 
low er the price of beef.

may become 
the fad for 
each child to raise a pig, was pointed 
out following the adoption of such a 
scheme, with modifications, in Ohio.
